1. A.^-«<r reviewing the CC-2 file and discussing all the faoeta of thle 
case with ^ □ and Qrossbahn^ it was decided that the best ai^roach to CC-2 

would be made via the following plan: 

C ^ will pretend that he had requested a meeting with CG-2 in^ 
order to close out the latter*a relationship with the United States Oovemient«,- 
Ti> this end the teraination form will be drawn up for CC-2*s signature* It 
will be anphaalsed that the goTerment is anxious to see that CC*2 has reeeiTed 
full financial compensation and other considerations and that ha holds no 
further claia^ either expressed or implied^ against the goverment. It will 
also be stressed that the govemnent swears CC-2 to secrecy and that he agrees 
to hold secret all aspects of bis training, operations, reports, etc*, with the 
gdwermeni Arom unau^oriaed individuals* Urossbahn mentioned that CC-2 Is 
Impressed ty sl^ed statements, and this gimmick was devised as a potential 
motlTatlon device* 



2. After the formalily of official termination has been played out, 

' r' J will tell CC-2 that we want him to give us a complete history of his 

relations with Willi Hoettl because this subject has never been fUliy recorded 
and it will be necessary to do so in order to complete his file at Headquarters* 
Ccnpllance with our request will clear the way for 0C-2*s consideration for re- 
employment by the goverment when and if he desires to make explication again. 
Orossbahn related that CC-2 had indicated a desire to be re-employed by us at 
some future date, and it was felt that this felled offer of future assistance 
would also motivate CC-2 to cooperate at the cross-examination* 

3. We will permit CC-2 to run the full gamut of his eaqperiences with 
Hoettl going back to the Nazi era and requiring explicit details on their meet- 
ings during the past lij years . He will be permitted to pick his brain for 
recollections and will be steered and prodded tactfully only on vital statistics* 
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If CC-2 balks, holds back, or is downright unco<^eratlve, an attempt 
at duress will be made. This will rest on the premise that our goverment has 
Lsclent influence in Germany and can make things very tough for Mm there*

Inibr^tlon supplied by Kar^uss , a dubioue character from awsy- baok^ who was 
r^rtihg on conversations a^egedly held with Hoettl, whose maoblnatiox» in 
the lotelllgeaca game are legend^ and that this foondation could spell out 
ihventibn on the part of Haas or Hoettl or both of these men« 
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
